Moonlight alone ;’ both these popular songs were given with great 
swectness and perfect articulation. In playing Letitia Hardy, Mrs. 
Waylett exactly reversed the usual style of her predecessors, she mak- 
ing the vulgarity the natural character, and the refinement the assumed 
one; our readers will exactly know what we mean if we mention Miss 
Kelly’s Betty Finikin ;—Mrs. Waylett was just that. Mrs. Bailey, 
from the Bath Theatre, made her appearance here, for the first time, 
in the character of Miss Ogle ; as far as we could judge from the little 
opportunity she had in the part, she will be an acquisition ; her acting 
was graceful and unassuming, and her face and figure are both very 
fine. Wallack’s Doricourt was spirited and gentlemanly. The very 
defects of Cooper's general style of acting contributed to render his 
Sir George Touchwood the more perfect : his “ country wife” was very 
well played by Miss Mordaunt. Mrs. Orger, as Jrs. Ratile, and all 
the rest of the performers acquitted themselves well. Dowton made aa 
admirable Old Hardy. Deaf asa Post, and The Brigand, concluded 
to a full house. .
